He 
writes: “God grant me the seren­ 
ity to cooperate with things I can­ 
not change, to change the things 
can, and the wisdom to know the 
difference.”

Results of the three-year study 
of alcoholism in the leading coun­ 
tries of the Americas and Europe 
by the World Health Organization 
(WHO) are now becoming avail­ 
able. They add m aterially to our 
knowledge of world-wide health, 
social and psychological problems. 
Alcoholism varies from country 
to country, WHO researchers foun 
It follows various patterns. In 
the United States and Sweden, for 
example, alcoholism is likely to 
be a neurotic response patern. 
In Chile it is mainly nutritional, 
arising from very low calory diets. j 
Finland has a great many “ex­ 
plosive” drinkers — persons who 
are not habitual drinkers but who I 


do go on all-out binges. France 
has the most acute alcohol prob­ 
lem in Europe. 
WHO’S report separates neurot­ 
ic from “reactive” drinkers. In the 
United States there are a great 
many reactive drinkers, partic­ 
ularly among women more than 
35 years old. As they grow older 
many women develop into hard 
drinkers because 
of 
emotional 
causes—a husband’s unfaithful­ 
ness. loss of social or economic 
status, the death of a loved one, 
such as a parent or a child. 
Perhaps the most tragic aspect of 
the world alcohol study is its 
finding on the by-product of*al- 
coholism. Heavy drinking is bring­ 
ing an increase in juvenile neu­ 
rosis—not because juveniles are 
the heavy drinkers but because 
their parents are. 
Alcoholic parents cannot give 
youngsters the love and attention 
they crave and need. Loss of 
parentalconcern frequently results 
in serious psychological problems 
for growing boys and girls. The 
survey found that a very consid­ 
erable portion of increased juve­ 
nile neurosis goes back to alco­ 
holism in parents. 
Who has performed a notable 
service in gathering the facts and 
figures on alcoholism from most 
of the countries of the western 
world. The report should be of 
inestimable value to public offic­ 
ials, welfare workers and profes­ 
sionals who have to deal daily 
with alcoholism and its chaotic 
afterm aths.—Minneapolis Star.

Obviously, audiences should not 
be captive. The very word, “cap­ 
tive,” substantiates our claim. The 
term, more or less, implies an au­ 
dience that is forced to do some­ 
thing. For example, theatre aud­ 
iences, which must see and hear 
the commercials before it sees the 
performance for which it paid its 
admission. Or the diner who hears 
the squawk-boxes while he awaits 
his dinner. 
Or the streetcar rider who, by 
a recent decision of the United 
States Supreme Court, must hear, 
not necessarily listen to, a pro­ 
gram coming from the radio con­ 


trolled by the driver. 
The streetcar rider case involved 
the Capital Transit Company of 
Washington, D. C. The transit 
firm, Justice Burton said, sought 
the broadcast “to improve pub­ 
lic relations.” The company had 
signed up with a Washington ra­ 
dio station to broadcast music, 
Commercials, news, and weather 
reports. At present, at least ten 
radio stations are engaged in tran­ 
sit radio operations in the nation. 
Getting back to the Wasnington 
case, Justice Burton added: “In 
this case, that is a m atter for de­ 
cision between 
Capital 
Transit, 
the public and the Public Utili­ 
ties Commission.’ 
The Court voted 7 to 1 that no 
constitutional rights are violated. 
But Justice Douglas in a sharp 
dissent said he thinks that the 
broadcasts to a captive audience 
are a violation of a man’s privacy. 
“The right to be let alone is in­ 
deed the beginning of all free­ 
dom,” he said. 
Douglas said now it may be a 
commercial firm waiting to ped­ 
dle its wares that uses the transit 
riders as an audience; tomorrow, 
he cautioned, it may be the gov­ 
ernment. 
“Once a man is forced to sub­ 
mit to one type of radio program,” 
Douglas said, “he can be forced to 
submit to another. It may be but 
a short step from a cultural pro­ 
gram to a political program. 
“If liberty is to flourish, govern­ 
ment should never be allowed to 
force people to listen to any ra ­ 
dio program.” 
With radio programs on street­ 
cars and buses, trains may be 
next. 
How well we utilize our time in 
transit in 
the 
“pre-blah-blah- 
blah” days of the street railways. 
We once sang in the Apollo Club 
in St. Louis and lived in East St. 
Louis an hour’s ride on a street­ 
car. We utilized these two hours 
by studying shorthand. Other pas­ 
sengers read books. High-school 
and university students, residing 
in cities, studied their lessons on 
the way to their classes. Did you 
ever notice how many persons 
were reading 
newspapers 
and 


magazines on trains, 
streetcars 
and buses in the cities? Or play­ 
ing bridge on the commuter trains? 
The public, however, still has an 
ace up its sleeve: it can boycott 
merchandise advertised over such 
radios, and it probably will.—The 
Harrington (Del.) Journal.

One night in Feb u- 
ary o f 19 51 the Prague radio b road­ 
cast that a policeman had b een 
sho t to death near Charles Souare 
in^do wnto wn Prague. ’The killers 
had escaped. The pub lic was asked 
to tell the police anything known 
a bo at them. 
In that killing, I saw only one 
Item in the day-b y-day grist of 
news that passed through the of­ 
fice. Actually, it was an event that 
wat to wield an enormous influence 
Abo ut a month later Mrs. Hana 
Sv o bo do v a 
came into the office. 
She was the wife of Thomas Svo­ 
bo do v a, o ne of my translators, 
and the mother of his b ab y daugh­ 
ter. She was looking for her hus­ 
band, and she was weeping . 
He was o ff that day, and nob ody 
in the o ffice had seen him. His 
wifè, who had a clerical job and 
had wo rked herself during the day, 
wo uld say only that he had left 
thè apartm ent where they lived 
With her parents, and had not come 
bac*. 
Sv o bo da never came b ack to 
wo rk, either. I reported his dis­ 
appearance to the Ministry of In- 
fo rmà tio n, which had approved his 
emplo y ment b y The AP, and to the 
po lice. 
But neither was any help in trac­ 
ing him. And ss I learned mo re 
abo ut what had happened that 
a éy his #ife had come looking for 
b jih, Ì was pretty sure I knew

While Svob oda was in the apart­ 
ment with his mother-in-law, a 
strange man had come asking for 
him. Svob oda had talked with the 
man b riefly in an undertone, and 
then b oth had left. 
As they walked down the street 
belo w, another man had fallen in 
behind them, and the three had 
vanished around a corner. That 
night, plain 
c l o t h e s m e n had 
searched the apartment. 
It seemed safe to guess that 
Sv o bo da was in the hands of the 
secret police. But, b y virtue of the 


very nature of the secret police, 
it did not seem safe to say so — 
not out loud, anyway. 
A few days after that, Paul Woy- 
dinek of my Czech staff said he 
had learned the troub le was that 
“ that b oy who's out of the country*’ 
had b een connected with “some 
people that had something to do 
with the murder of that police- 
ihan.” 
I had never met “that b oy who^s 
out of the country.” But I had 
heard a lot ab out him. 
He was a chum of Svob oda*s 
from college days, a young Czech 
refugee who lived in Paris and was 
in and out of Czechoslovakia from 
time to time. 
Wo y dinek Vanishes 
It was fairly clear to me that he 
crossed the b order illegally. But 
I was unaware of whatever else 
he might b e doing. In fact I did 
not even know his name. 
I had heard of him first from 
Nathan Polowetzky, my predeces­ 
sor in charge of the Prague AP 
b ureau. Polowetzky was expelled 
from Czechoslovakia on grounds of 
“unob jective reporting” and came 
* cl *o London in April, 19 50, while 
1 was waiting there for a visa to 
co into that country. 
, 
In talking with m e ab out his 
work in Prague, he spoke of “a 
, littlr* guv" — he did not nyemion 
any name—that had given him 
news, a man that came from P ans 
b ut seemed well informed on do­ 
mes in Czechoslovakia. 
After I got to Prague I heard 
from Czech employes that this man 
had given Polowetzky a story the 
ministry of Information had cited 
as an example of “unob jective re­ 
porting”—a factual story on a ooal 
mine strike in the Bohemian town 
of Kladno.

Three had led him away. The other 
three had stayed, searched the 
place and sealed it. 
Ex it Peter Mo nts * 
Since Svob oda’s arrest, we had 
seen strange men around our of­ 
fice. One, peeking out from b ehind 
a curtain, had looked in now and 
then through our 
wide second- 
flocx front windows from another 
window across the street. Others, 
haunting a passageway b eside our 
b uilding, had watched our visitors. 
On Friday morning, April 20, I 
awoke ab out 8:30 in my room at 
the Amb assador Hotel and tele­ 
phoned the office to see if there 
had b een any news worth picking 
up on Prague’s morning newscast. 
Our old night watchman, who 
spoke only Czech and German, an­ 
swered the telephone. I asked for 
Peter Muntz, the translator who 
had b een due on the job an hour 
and a half earlier. The old man 
said, “Nein, nein” — “No, No.” 
I called Muntz’s apartm ent. His 
wife said, “Mr. Oatis, my husb and 
is at office.” I waited awhile and 
then called the office again. Again 
the watchman answered, b ut a mo­ 
ment later someb ody else was on 
the wire, telling me in b roken Eng­ 
lish that Muntz was not there. 
It was a man whose voice I did 
not recognize. And I thought, “This 
is a cop. Muntz has b een arrested, 
and if I go to the office I will b e 
arrested too.” I asked the man 
what he was doing there. He said 


he was fix ing the telety pe mach­ 
ines. 
I drove to the u. s. Emb assy. 
I told the counselor, Tyler Tho mp­ 
so n, I wàs afraid policé were in 
my office. On his advice, I had 
Miss Mary Horak, an embassy 
secretary, telephone the office and 
speak Czech with the alleged tele­ 
type repairman. He told her exaol- 
ly what he was doing to the m a­ 
chines, and we decided he was no 
impostor — and no policeman. 
“ Why Sho uld Yo u Wo rry ?” 
Richard G. Johnson, the vice 
consul, went with me to my office. 
The 
night 
watchman 
was 
still 
there. The printer repairm an — 
whom I recognized immediately 
when I saw him, though I had not 
recognized his voice — was just 
leaving. Muntz was nowhere in 
sight. 
Johnson said he could do noth­ 
ing for him b ecause he was a 
Czechoslovak citizen. “Now if you 
were to get arrested,” he added— 
and I gathered that in that case 
he could take a hand. 
That afternoon I went to Dr. Ru­ 
dolf Popper, head of the press sec­ 
tion of the Ministry of Information. 
“Three of 
my employes 
are 
missing and I think they’ve b een 
arrested,” I said. “Am I going to 
get arrested?” 
The swarthy, b lack-haired little 
man, who looked something like a 
thin Pierre Laval, asked me if I 
had a guilty conscience. 
I said, 
“ No." 
He leaned b ack in his chair in 
tile tired way he had, looked down 
his face at m e and said, "Why 
should you worry? You have semi- 
diplomatic status." 
A Big Black Car 
It was true that my official ac­ 
creditation gave me something like 
diplomats’ extra rations. But it was 
not true that it granted me diplo­ 
m atic immunity from arrest. 
That was Friday. On Sunday at 
ab o^t 10 a.m ., I drove out of the 
pub lic garage where I kept the 
office car and turned a corner cm 
re ar view m irror, I saw another 
car pull away from the curb b e­ 
hind me 
It was a b ig, b lack, streamlined 
Tatraplan, a Czech model common­ 
ly used b y the secret police. It 
kept a half b lock b ehind me. Was 
it following me? I would see. 
Instead of going straight to the 
hotel, I made a detour around a

blo ck. Hie Tatraplan fo llo wed me 
all the w ty. When I parked In 
fro nt o f the ho tel, it parked abo ut 
a blo ck behind. 
I hurried inside, picked up my 
key at the desk and dashed up­ 
stairs, two steps at a time, to my 
ro o m o n the third floor. I b olted 
the do o r and stood there with 
co ld terro r stab b ing into my stom­ 
ach. I decided to go to the em­ 
bassy . That was U.S. territory, and 
Czech po lice could not reach me 
there. Witho ut thinking to pick up 
ev en pajamas and shaving kit, I 
set o ut. 
Race To The Emb assy 
There were two ways from stair­ 
way to street—one through the 
front entrance, the other out a side 
door and down a passageway. I 
chose the second as the safer. 
It was not necessary. Nob ody 
recognizab le as a detective was 
either in the lob b y or out front, 
slammed the car door and drove 
off. Down the street, the Tatraplan 
also pulled away from the curb . 
Once I was in National Avenue 
I had a straight stretch of almost 
a mile down past the National 
Theater and across the Vltava riv­ 
er. Then a turn to the right and 
another mile’s drive would b ring 
me to the hilly side street on 
which the emb assy fronted. 
My shadows—there were two 
men in the car b ehind—kept a dis­ 
creet distance till after the turn. 
Then they started gaining on me. 
I speeded up, trying to steer 
clear of the car tracks in the 
narrow b rick street and wonder­ 
ing how it would b e to b low a tire 
just then.

I lo o ked b ack, The b lack auto­ 
mob ile had not followed me into 
the side street.

And for the first 
time in many minutes I felt safe. 
Sgt. Harry Mprrissey of the mili­ 
tary attache’s Office was on guard 
duty in the front office. I asked 
if the counselor, Thompson, was in. 
He said everyb ody had gone on a 
picnic except Amb assador Ellis O.

I returned to the office. Another 
b lack Tatraplan picked up my 
trail and followed me all the way, 
parking up the street from the of­ 
fice.

The dark young man rotated 
an index finger b eside his right 
ear: It was a gesture that means, 
in any language, “You have wheels 
in your head.” 
TTiat evening I was lying on my 
b ed at the hotel when Thompson 
telephoned, b ack from the picnic 
and anxious to know if I was all 
right.

Surprisingly enough, the teacher 
vacancies were not so great Fos­ 
ter estimated the reports indicated 
43 vacancies in the eight counties.

It was reported that whereas Mis­ 
souri ranks third in child age as- 
I sistance it ranks 40th in school 
j aid and there must be some im- 
! mediate relief secured. 


“Missouri education,” he said, “is 
in a bad way now and in a fair 
way to get worse. The states that 
have made the most progress with 
their schools are those in which 
the schools are financed by the 
state. 
Missouri has been gradually de­ 
teriorating for years and we are 
losing our trained personnel to 
other states. We are just about to 
the tail gate. 
“The solution, however,” Magill 
declared, “must come from the 
general public and getting its sup­ 
port so that the state will take 
steps to bring our schools up on a 
level with those in other states.” 
Rep. J. S. Wallace, from Scott 
County, said we have just about 
gone the limit on property taxes 
and some of these days it will 
become a burden. Wallace felt the 
money for the schools should be 
raised by- means of a tax on lux­ 
uries. But, he said, whenever such 
a tax is proposed everybody “gets 
on our backs” . He was willing, he 
said, to go along with anything re­ 
asonable the committee might de­ 
cide on, but, he said he thought 
the governor knew what he was 
doing when he vetoed the approp­ 
riation and, he thought, the case 
would be decided in his favor.

example, alcoholism is likely to

a neurotic 
response patern. 
In Chile it is mainly nutritional, 
arising from very low calory diets. 
Finland has a great many “ ex­ 
plosive” drinkers — persons who 
are not habitual drinkers but who 


do go on all-out binges. France 
has the most acute alcohol prob­ 
lem in Europe. 


W H O ’S report separates neurot­ 
ic from “ reactive” drinkers. In the 
United States there are a great 
many reactive drinkers, partic­ 
ularly among women more than 
35 years old. As they grow older 
many women develop into hard 
drinkers because 
of 
emotional 
causes— a 
husband’s 
unfaithful­ 
ness. loss of social or economic 
status, the death of a loved one, 
such as a parent or a child. 
Perhaps the most tragic aspect of 
the 
world 
alcohol study is its 
finding on the by-product of#al- 
coholism. Heavy drinking is bring­ 
ing an increase in juvenile neu­ 
rosis— not because juveniles are 
the heavy drinkers but because 
their parents are. 
Alcoholic parents cannot give 
youngsters the love and attention 
they crave 
and 
need. 
Loss of 
parentalconcern frequently results 
in serious psychological problems 
for growing boys and girls. The 
survey found that a very consid­ 
erable portion of increased juve­ 
nile neurosis goes back to alco­ 
holism in parents. 
Who has performed a notable 
service in gathering the facts and 
figures on alcoholism from most 
of the countries of the western 
world. The report should be of 
inestimable value to public offic­ 
ials, welfare workers and profes­ 
sionals who have to deal daily 
with alcoholism and its chaotic 
aftermaths.— Minneapolis Star.

The Court voted 7 to I that no 
constitutional rights are violated.

“ '1110' right to be let alone is in­ 
deed the beginning of all free­ 
dom,” he said. 
Douglas said now it may be a 
commercial firm waiting to ped­ 
dle its wares that uses the transit 
riders as an audience; tomorrow, 
he cautioned, it may be the gov­ 
ernment. 
“ Once a man is forced to sub­ 
mit to one type of radio program,” 
Douglas said, “ he can be forced to 
submit to another. It may be but 
a short step from a cultural pro­ 
gram to a political program. 
“ If liberty is to flourish, govern­ 
ment should never be allowed to 
force people to listen to any ra­ 
dio program.” 
With radio programs on street­ 
cars and buses, trains may be 
next. 
How well we utilize our time in 
transit in 
the 
“ pre-blah-blnh- 
blah” days of the street railways. 
We once sang in the Apollo Club 
in St. Louis and lived in East St.

One night in Febu- 
ary of 1951 the Prague radio broad­ 
cast that a policeman had been 
shot to death near Charles Souare 
in^dowritown Prague. The killers 
had escaped. The public was asked 
to tell the police anything known 
about them. 
In that killing, I saw- only one 
item in the day-by-day grist of 
news that passed through the of­ 
fice. Actually, it was an event that 
was to wield an enormous influence 
About a month later Mrs. Hana 
Svobodova came into the office. 
She was the wife of Thomas Svo­ 
bodova, one cf my translators, 
and the mother of his baby daugh­ 
ter. She was looking for her hus­ 
band, and she was weeping. 
He was off that day, and nobody 
in the office had seen him. His 
wife, who had a clerical job and 
had worked herself during the day, 
would say only that he had left 
the apartment whore they lived 
with her parents, and had not come 
back. 
Svoboda never came back to 
work, either. I reported his dis-, 
appearance to the Ministry of In­ 
formation, which had approved his 
employment by The AP. and to the 
police. 
But neither was any help in trac­ 
ing him. And ns I learned more 
bout what had 
happened that 
ay his wife had come looking for 
him. I was prettv sure I knew 
why. 
“That Boy Out of the Country” 
While Svoboda was in the apart­ 
ment with his mother-in-law, a 
strange man had come asking for 
him. Svoboda had talked with the 
man briefly in an undertone, and 
then both had loft. 
As they walked down the street 
below, another man had fallen in 
behind them, and the three had 
vanished around a corner. That 
night, plain c l o t h e s m e n had 
searched the apartment. 
It seemed safe to guess that 
Svoboda was in the hands of the 
secret police. But. by virtue of the 


very nature of the secret police, 
it. did not seem safe to say so — 
not out loud, anyway. 
A few days after that, Paul Woy- 
dinek of my Czech staff said he 
had learned the trouble was that 
“that boy who’s out of the country” 
had been connected with “some 
people that had something to do 
with the murder of that police­ 
man.” 
I had never met “that boy who’s 
out of the country.” But I had 
heard a lot about him. 
He was a chum of Svoboda’s 
from college days, a young Czech 
refugee who lived in Paris and was 
in and out oJ Czechoslovakia from 
time to time. 
Woydinek Vanishes 
It was fairly clear to me that he 
crossed the border illegally. But 
1 was unaware of whatever else 
he might be doing. In fact I did 
not even know his name. 
I had heard of him first from 
Nathan Polowetzky, my predeces-! 
sor in charge of the Prague AP 
bureau. Polowetzky was expelled 
from Czechoslovakia on grounds of 
“unobjective reporting” and came 
5 cl *o London in April, 1950. while 
1 was waiting there for a visa to 
To into that country. 
Tn talking with me about his 
work in Prague, he spoke of “a 
Mitlo guv” — he did not mention 
mv n;im e-thet had given him i 
news, n man that came from Pan* 
but seemed well informed on do­ 
mes in Czechoslovakia. 
After I got to Prague I heard 
from Czech employes that this man 
had given Polowetzky a story the 
ministry of Information had cited 
as an example of “unobjective re 
porting”—a factual story on a coal 
mine strike in the Bohemian town 
of Kladno. 
Woydinek did not show up for 
work April 2. I went to his room 
with an interpreter and found it 
sealed with paper tape. A neighbor 
told us what had happened: 
About 6:30, as Woydinek was get­ 
ting ready to go to the office, six 
plainclothes men had walked 
in. 
Three had led him away. The other 
three had stayed, searched the 
place and sealed it. 
Exit Peter Muntz. 
Since Svoboda’s arrest, we had 
seen strange men around our of­ 
fice. One, peeking out from behind 
a curtain, had looked in now and 
then 
through our wide seeond- 
flocr front windows from another 
window across the street. Others, 
haunting a passageway beside our 
building, had watched our visitors. 
On Friday morning, April 20. I 
awoke about 8:30 in my room at 
the Ambassador Hotel and tele­ 
phoned the office to see if there 
had been any news worth picking 
up on Prague’s morning newscast. 
Our eld night watchman, who 
spoke only Czech and German, an­ 
swered the telephone. I asked for 
Peter Muntz, the translator who 
had been due on the job an hour 
and a half earlier. The old man 
said. “ Ncin. nein" — “No, No.” 
I called Muntz’s apartment. His 
wife said. “Mr. Oatis. my husband 
is at office.” I waited awhile and 
then called the office again. Again 
the watchman answered, but a mo­ 
ment later somebody else was on 
the wire, telling me in broken Eng­ 
lish that Muntz was not there. 
It w'as a man whose voice I did 
not recognize. And I thought, “This 
is a cop. Muntz has been arrested, 
and if I go to the office I will be 
arrested too.” I asked the man 
what he was doing there. He said 


he was fixing the teletype mach­ 
ines. 
I drove to the U. S. Embassy. 
I told the counselor, Tyler Thomp­ 
son, I was afraid police were in 
my office. On his advice, I had 
Miss Mary Horak, an embassy 
secretary, telephone the office and 
speak Czech with the alleged tele­ 
type repairman. He told her exacl- 
ly what he was doing to the ma­ 
chines, and we decided he was no 
impostor — and no policeman. 
“Why Should You Worry?” 
Richard G. Johnson, the vice 
consul, went with me to my office. 
The 
night 
watchman 
was 
still 
there. The printer repairman — 
whom I recognized immediately 
when I saw him, though I had not 
recognized his voice — was just 
leaving. Muntz was nowhere in 
sight. 
Johnson said he could do noth­ 
ing for him because he was a 
Czechoslovak citizen. “Now if you 
were to get arrested.” he added— 
and I gathered that in that case 
he could take a hand. 
That afternoon I w’ent to Dr. Ru­ 
dolf Popper, head of the press sec­ 
tion of the Ministry of Information. 
“Three 
of 
my 
employes 
are 
missing and I think they’ve been 
arrested,” I said. “Am I going to 
get arrested?” 
The swarthy, black-haired little 
man, who looked something like a 
thin Pierre Laval, asked me if I 
had a guilty conscience. I said, 
“No.” 
He leaned back in his chair in 
the tired way he had, looked down 
his face at me and said, “Why 
should you worry? You have semi- 
diplomatic status.” 
A Big Black Car 
It was true that my official ac­ 
creditation gave me something like 
diplomats’ extra rations. But it was 
not true that it granted me diplo­ 
matic immunity from arrest. 
That was Friday. On Sunday at 
abo^t 10 a.m., I drove out of the 
public garage where I kept the 
office car and turned a corner on 
rear view mirror, I saw another 
car pull away from the curb be­ 
hind me 
It was a big, black, streamlined 
Tatraplan, a Czech model common­ 
ly used by the secret police 
It 
kept a half block behind me Was 
it following me? I would see. 
Instead of going straight to the 
hotel, I made a detour around a 
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block. The Tatraplan followed me 
all the way. When I parked in 
front of the hotel, it parked about 
a block behind. 
I hurried inside, picked up my 
key at the desk and dashed up­ 
stairs, two steps at a time, to my 
room on the third floor. I bolted 
the door and stood there with 
cold terror stabbing into my stom­ 
ach. I decided to go to the em­ 
bassy. That was U.S. territory, and 
Czech police could not roach me 
there. Without thinking to pick up 
even pajamas and shaving kit, I 
set out. 
Race To The Embassy 
There were two ways from stair­ 
way to street—one through the 
front entrance, the other out a side 
door and down a passageway. I 
chose the second as the safer. 
It was not necessary. Nobody 
recognizable as a detective was 
either in the lobby or out front, 
slammed the car door and drove 
off. Down the street, the Tatraplan 
also pulled away from the curb. 
Once I was in National Avenue 
I had a straight stretch of almost 
a mile down past the National 
Theater and across the Vltava riv­ 
er. Then a turn to the right and 
another mile’s drive would bring 
me to the hilly side street on 
which the embassy fronted. 
My shadows—there were two 
men in the car behind—kept a dis­ 
creet distance till after the turn. 
Then they started gaining on me. 
I speeded up, trying to steer 
clear of the car tracks in the 
narrow brick street and wonder­ 
ing how it would be to blow a tire 
just then. 
They speeded up, too. despite 
heavy traffic. At length, the Tatra­ 
plan was the third car behind me. 
But a few seconds later I 
♦he hill and parked opposite the 
embassy. 


Two Shadows 
I looked back. The black auto­ 
mobile had not followed me into 
the side street. 1 ran across to the 
embassy gate. And for the first 
time in many minutes I felt safe. 
Sgt. Harry Morrissey of the mili­ 
tary attache’s office was on guard 
duty in the front office. I asked 
if the counselor, Thompson, was in. 
He said everybody had gone on a 
picnic except Ambassador Ellis O. 
Briggs, who was ill at home. 
“Do you want to talk to the am­ 
bassador?” he asked. 
“No,” I said. “ I won’t bother 
him.” 
I returned to the office. Another 
black Tatraplan picked up my 
trail and followed me all the way, 
parking up the street from the of­ 
fice. 
I walked back and looked at the 
cwo men seated in it—a little bald 
fellow with a fringe of gray hair 
and a thin, swarthy youth whrv 
looked Italian—both cf them in 
shirtsleeves. I said, “StB?” ‘That 
is the Czech abbreviation for the 
official name of the secret police— 
the Statni Bezpecnost (State Secur­ 
ity.) The dark young man rotated 
an index finger beside his right 
ear: It was a gesture that means, 
in any language, “You have wheels 
in your head.” 
That evening I was lying on my 
bed at the hotel when Thompson 
telephoned, back from the picnic 
and anxious to know if I was all 
right. I told him I would see him 
the next day. 
But I did not. Because the next 
day—Mondav, Anril 23. 1951

in^downtown Prague. The killers 
had escaped. The public was asked 
to tell the police anything known 
about them. 
In that killing, I saw only one 
item in the day-by-dav grist of 
news that passed through the of­ 
fice. Actually, it was an event that 
was to wield an enormous influence 
About a month later Mrs. Hana 
Svobodova came into the office. 
She was the wife of Thomas Svo­ 
bodova, one cf my translators, 
and the mother of his baby daugh­ 
ter. She w*as looking for her hus­ 
band, and she was weeping. 
He was off that day, and nobody 
in the office had seen him. His 
wife, who had a clerical job und 
had worked herself during the day. 
would say only that he had left 
the apartment where they lived 
with ber parents, and had not come 
back. 
Svoboda never came back to 
work, either. I reported his dis­ 
appearance to the Ministry of In­ 
formation. which had approved his 
employment by The AP, and to the 
police. 
But neither was any help in trac­ 
ing him. And Ds I learned more 
about what had 
happened that 
day his wife had come looking for 
him. I was pretty sure I knew 
why. 
“That Boy Out of the Country” 
While Svoboda was in the apart­ 
ment with his mother-in-law, a 
strange man had come asking for 
him. Svoboda had talked with the 
man briefly in an undertone, and 
then both had loft. 
As they walked down the street 
below, another man had fallen in 
behind them, and the three had 
vanished around a corner. That 
night, plain c l o t h e s m e n had 
searched the apartment. 
It seemed safe to guess that 
Svoboda was in the hands of the 
secret police. But. by virtue of the 


very nature of the secret police, 
it did not seem safe to say so — 
not out loud, anyway. 
A few days after that, Paul Wov- 
dinek of my Czech staff said he 
had learned the trouble was that 
“that boy who’s out of the country” 
had been connected with “some 
people that had something to do 
with the murder of that police­ 
man.” 
I had never met “that boy who’s 
out of the country.” But I had 
heard a lot about him. 
He was a chum of Svoboda’s 
from college days, a young Czech 
refugee who lived in Paris and was 
in and out cf Czechoslovakia from 
time to time. 
Woydinek Vanishes 
It was fairly clear to me that he 
crossed the border illegally. B u t1 
I was unaware of whatever else 
he might be doing. In fact I did , 
not even know his name. 
I had heard of him first from 
Nathan Polowetzky, my predeces-! 
sor in charge of the Prague AP 
bureau. Polowetzky was expelled 
from Czechoslovakia on grounds of 
“unobjective reporting” and came 
1 cl *o London in April, 1950. while 
I was waiting there for a visa to 
’o into that country. 
In talking with me about his 
work in Prague, he spoke of “a 
•lo guy” — he did not n^en’mri 
cnv name—that had given him 
news, a man that came from Pan* 
but seemed well informed on do­ 
mes in Czechoslovakia. 
After I got to Prague I heard 
from Czech employes that this man 
had given Polowetzky a story the 
ministry of Information had cited 
as an example of “unobjective re 
porting”—a factual story’ on a coal 
mine strike in the Bohemian town 
j of Kladno. 
Woydinek did not show up for 
work April 2. I went to his room 
with an interpreter and found it 
sealed with paper tape. A neighbor 
told us w’hat had happened: 
About 6:30, as Woydinek was get­ 
ting ready to go to the office, six 
plainclothesmen 
had walked 
in. 
Three had led him away. The other 
three had stayed, searched the 
place and sealed it. 
Exit Peter MunU. 
Since Svoboda’s arrest, we had 
seen strange men around our of­ 
fice. One, peeking out from behind 
a curtain, had looked in now and 
then 
through our 
wide second- 
flocx front windows from another 
window across the street. Others, 
haunting a passageway beside our 
building, had watched our visitors. 
On Friday morning. April 20, I 
awoke about 8:30 in my room at 
the Ambassador Hotel and tele­ 
phoned the office to see if there 
had been any news worth picking 
up on Prague’s morning newscast. 
Our cid night watchman, who 
spoke only Czech and German, an­ 
swered the telephone. I asked for 
Peter Muntz, the translator who 
had been due on the job an hour 
and a half earlier. The old man 
said. “ Ncin, nein’’ — “No, No.” 
I called Muntz’s apartment. His 
wife said, “ Mr. Oatis. my husband 
is at office.” I waited awhile and 
then called the office again. Again 
the watchman answered, but a mo­ 
ment later somebody else was on 
the wire, telling me in broken Eng­ 
lish that Muntz was not there. 
It was a man whose voice I did 
not recognize. And I thought, “This 
is a cop. Muntz has been arrested, 
and if I go to the office I will be 
arrested too.” I asked the man 
what he was doing there. He said 


he was fixing the teletype mach­ 
ines. 
I drove to the U. S. Embassy. 
I told the counselor, Tyler Thomp­ 
son. I was afraid police were in 
my office. On his advice, I had 
Miss Mary Borak, an embassy 
secretary, telephone the office and 
speak Czech with the alleged tele­ 
type repairman. He told her exacl- 
ly what he was doing to tho m a­ 
chines, and we decided he wras no 
impostor — and no policeman. 
“Why Should You Worry?” 
Richard G. Johnson, the vice 
consul, went with me to my office. 
The 
night 
watchman 
was 
still 
there. The printer repairman — 
whom I recognized immediately 
when I saw him, though I had not 
recognized his voice — was just 
leaving. Muntz was nowhere in 
sight. 
Johnson said he could do noth­ 
ing for him because he was a 
Czechoslovak citizen. “Now if you 
were to get arrested.’’ he added— 
and I gathered that in that case 
he could take a hand. 
That afternoon I went to Dr. Ru­ 
dolf Popper, head of the press sec­ 
tion of the Ministry of Information. 
“Three 
of 
my employes 
are 
missing and I think they’ve been 
arrested.’’ I said. “Am I going to 
get arrested?” 
The swarthy, black-haired little 
man, who looked something like a 
thin Pierre Laval, asked me if I 
had a guilty conscience. I said, 
“No.” 
He leaned back in his chair in 
the tired way he had, looked down 
his face at me and said, "Why 
should you worry? You have semi- 
diplomatic status.” 
A Big Black Car 
It was true that my official ac­ 
creditation gave me something like 
diplomats’ extra rations. But it was 
not true that it granted me diplo­ 
matic immunity from arrest. 
That was Friday. On Sunday at 
abo^t IO a rn., I drove out of the 
public garage where I kept the 
office ear and turned a corner on 
rear view mirror, I saw another 
car pull away from the curb be­ 
hind me 
It was a big, black, streamlined 
Tatraplan, a Czech mode] common­ 
ly used by the secret police. It 
kept a half blo« k UJund me Was 
it following me? I would see. 
Instead of going straight to the 
hotel, I made a detour around a 


block. The Tatraplan followed me 
all the way. When I parked in 
front of the hotel, it parked about 
a block behind. 
I hurried inside, picked up my 
key at the desk and dashed up­ 
stairs, two steps at a time, to my 
room on the third floor. I bolted 
the door and stood there with 
cold terror stabbing into my stom­ 
ach. I decided to go to the em­ 
bassy. That was U.S. territory, and 
Czech police could not roach me 
there. Without thinking to pick up 
even pajam as and shaving kit, I 
set out. 
Eace To The Embassy 
There wore two ways from stair­ 
way to street—one through the 
front entrance, the other out a side 
door and down a passageway. I 
chose the second as the safer. 
It was not necessary. Nobody 
recognizable as a detective was 
either in the lobby or out front, 
slammed the car door and drove 
off. Down the street, the Tatraplan 
also pulled away from the curb. 
Once I was in National Avenue 
I had a straight stretch of almost 
a mile down past the National 
Theater and across the Vltava riv­ 
er. Then a turn to the right and 
another mile’s drive would bring 
me to the hilly side street on 
which the embassy fronted. 
My shadows—there were two 
men in the car behind—kept a dis­ 
creet distance till after the turn. 
Then they started gaining on me. 
I speeded up, trying to steer 
clear of the car tracks in the 
narrow brick street and wonder­ 
ing how it would be to blow a tire 
just then. 
They speeded up, too. despite 
heavy traffic. At length, the T atra­ 
plan was the third car behind me. 
B it a few seconds later I t ille d nr» 
♦ho hill and parked opposite the 
embassy. 


Two Shadows 
I looked back. The black auto­ 
mobile had not followed me into 
the side street. I ran across to the 
embassy gate. And for the first 
time in many minutes I felt safe 
Sgt. Harry Morrissey of the mili­ 
tary attache’s office was on guard 
duty in the front office. I asked 
if the counselor, Thompson, was in. 
He said everybody had gone on a 
picnic except Ambassador Ellis O. 
Briggs, who was ill at home. 
“ Do you want to talk to the am ­ 
bassador?” he asked. 
“No,” I said, “ I won’t bother 
him.” 
I returned to the office. Another 
black Tatraplan picked up my 
trail and followed me all the way. 
parking up the street from the of­ 
fice. 
I walked back and looked at the 
avo men seated in it—a little bald 
fellow with a fringe of gray hair 
and a thin, swarthy youth wha 
looked Italian—both cf them in 
shirtsleeves. I said, “StB?” (That 
is the Czech abbreviation for the 
official name of the secret police— 
tho Statni Bezpecnost astate Secur­ 
ity.) The dark young man rotated 
an index finger beside his right 
ear: It was a gesture that means, 
in any language, “You have wheels 
in your head.” 
That evening I was lying on my 
bed at the hotel when Thompson 
telephoned, back from the picnic 
and anxious to know if I was all 
right. I told him I would see him 
the next day. 
But I did not. Because the next 
day—Mondav, Anril 23. 1951- siv 
I men walked into my office and 
arrested me.

If the governor’s right to veto 
is upheld, he said, the only solution 
would bo to have a provision w rit­ 
ten 
into 
the 
state 
constitution 
nor’s right to veto the appropriation 
guaranteeing a certain am ount for 
every school child. 
With any im m ediate local help 
out of the picture the citizens com­ 
m ittee and said the citizens com- 
legislature has a com m ittee study­ 
ing the problem now. 
It was brought out, by questioning 
that 31 schools in this area will be 
directly effected and operating in 
’red’ before this school year is 
over. 


Patterson said he favored going 
along with the legislature’s com­ 
m ittee and siad the citizens com­ 
m ittee report was not accepted be­ 
cause it had not been authorized 
by the legislature. 


Magill agreed with Patterson in 
believing the governor would not 
include the school question in a 
special session. He pointed out the 
governor will be in office two more 
years after this and he did not 
believe the governor would give 
any additional money to the school. 
In view of the fact 88 per cent 
of the general fund is going to 
two fields—43 to the schools and 
45 to the assistance program s of 
the state—it was quite obvious, he 
said, that a new source of funds 
for the schools m ust be found. E ith­ 
er a basis for a special tax or new 
m ethod of getting funds for the 
support of education. 
It was reported that w hereas Mis­ 
souri ranks third in child age as­ 
sistance it ranks 40th in school 
aid and there m ust be som e im­ 
m ediate relief secured. 


“ Missouri education,” he said, “ is 
in a bad way now- and iii a fair 
way to get worse. The states that 
have m ade the most progress with 
their schools are those iii which 
the schools are financed by the 
state. 
M issouri has been gradually de­ 
teriorating for years and we are 
losing our trained personnel to 
other states. We are just about to 
the tail gate. 
“The solution, however,” Magill 
declared, “ m ust come from the 
general public and getting its sup­ 
port so that the state will take 
steps to bring our schools up on a 
level with those in other states.” 
Rep. J. S. Wallace, from Scott 
County, said we have just about 
gone the limit on property taxes 
and som e of these days it will 
become a burden. Wallace felt the 
money for the schools should be 
raised by' m eans of a tax on lux­ 
uries. But, he said, whenever such 
a tax is proposed everybody “ gets 
on our backs” . He was willing, he 
said, to go along with anything re­ 
asonable the com m ittee m ight de­ 
cide on. but, he said he thought 
the governor knew what he was 
doing when he vetoed the approp­ 
riation and, he thought, the case 
would be decided in his favor.
